may be printed with different in k(tOner) colors in figure 3C @ 96 or 102 and column 3, 
lines 20-25. With respect to Claim 6, Ebner teaches the simplex or duplex modes in 
figure 3A@ 68 and column 3, lines 23-25. With respect to Claims 7,14,16,18, note the ^ 
rejection of Claim 1 and the displaying step for a User 22 or 24 in figure 1 and column 4, 
lines ^62. With respect to Claim 1 1 , Ebner teaches sending the various paper sources- 
and page ranges in a single print request in his claim 15. 
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3. the Examiner notes that Applicant has petitioned the Honorable Commissioner 
Under 37 C.F.R. 1.144 to reconsider the final restriction requirement imposed by the 
Examiner in the Office Action mailed 8-5-03.
